The proposition to institute a binding 


twine plant at the North Dakota peni- 
tentiary, after the style of that at Still- 
water, appears to meet with public fav- 
or, and the Fargo Argus sajs: Warden 
Boucher's urgent recommendation for a 
system of labor that shall employ the 
convicts in the penitentiary and provide 
tor their pelf-support is an eminently 
wise one which it is probable the legis- 
lature will favorably act upon. 
The 


problem of making the penitentiary a 
self-supporting institution has been be- 
set .ttith difficulties owing to the neces- 
sity of avoiding competition with free 
labor. The contract system of leasing 
the labor of convicts to private parties 
has proved unsatisfactory 
and was 


abandoned. 
But the problem- seems 


likely to be solved as the result of the 
investigation now being made by a leg- 
islative committee of the practical re- 
sults of the manufacture of binding 
twine at the Still" ater penitentiary, 
where the experiment has proved so 
complete a success that the large plant 
now in operation is to be increased in 
capacity. It has been long ago conceded 
by everybody that employ ment at man- 
ual labor is indiopensible fsr the Inst re- 
sults in reformatory and penal institu- 
tions. 
And it is absurd that the law- 


abiding residents ot the state should be 
compelled to support the inmates of the 
penitentiary in idleness. The Argus be- 
lieves the binding twine manufacture 
would be a practicable, feasable, and af- 
ter the first outlay is met, an economical 
feature of the,-prison management, which 
in a short time, would render the pen! 
tentiary a self-supporting institution, 
without interfering with the interests of 
free labor. There is also another side 
of the matter that should be considered. 
The farmers of this state consume, say 
thirteen hundred car loads of binding 
twice in one season. Suppose our peni- 
tentiary should manufacture and put on 
the market 
one thirteenth of 
this 


amount, say one hundred carloads, at 
the coat of manufacture, or a very slight 


' advance above cost. This home pro- 
duct at the reduced price would fix the 
prica of the entire supply of twine sold 
in the state, reducing the price the farm- 
ers would) pay tor their twine by thous- 
ands and thousands of dollars annually. 
One who has given the subject not a 
little attention estimates that the saving 
to the farmer thus effected would exceed 
one hundred thousand dollars the first 
year after the system was fully estab- 
lished in operation. The proposition is 
deserving of the most considerate study 
and the recommendations to be reported 
by the legislative committee' on their re- 
turn from Stillwater will \be awaited 
with much interest It is not necessary 
to point out the great advantage to come 
if the penitentiary can be permtnently 
established on a self-sustaining basts.

ticed All Dar For Month*. 


"When Paderewiskleametoljeschetizky, 
in Vienna, it was as n concert performer 
who hn*l already achieved success to Rus- 
sia and mastered an extensive repertory," 
writes Cleveland Moffet of "The Man 
Who TnuRbt Parterewbki" In The Ladies' 
Horoe Journal. "LescbetUky heard him 
play for awhile and then said: 'You have 
some very bad faults, but yon have talent 
You have played too many things and 
nothing well enough. Your wrist Is hard 
and stiff. If yon come to me, you must' 
forget for nix months that yoa have a I 
repertory. Yon must play nothing bnt 
exercises for technique, sir hours a day of 
exercises, and nothing else,' 


'•Paderewskl thought the matter over 


and decided that be had the strength of rerwuus 


have been themselves beggars or t Mere * 
all their lives. Naturally the children of 
the lost class MB* very carefully educated 
by their parents in the art of procuring 
their livelihood with the least possible ex- 
ertion, while the other children full In 
time into the hands of "profo-U ir»K" by 
whom they are duly initiated into the art* 
of successful begging and thieving. Dur 
ing the period of Instruction these in- 
structors take the lion's share of their pu- 
pils' efforts. Many of these old Instruct- 
ors have acquired such a reputation that 
they are literally run after toy eager pupils. 
Some of these pedagogues go BO far as to 
carry on .<egulor schools, in which lnstr-.e- 
tion is given in the most systematic man- 
ner. In these schools children under 5 
year* of ago are taught how to pet to work 
to beg with the greatest dm net of success, 
and they often profit to such an extent 
from their lessons that it is no unrommon 
thing fur a child of thin age to s'.;pport a 
whole family by his begging appeals. 


Until they are 10 or 13 year* of age chil- 


dren lire allowed only to beg. On reach- 
ing this age they begin a careful course in 
thieving as n fine art. If, however, they 
evince no talent at their work, then they 
mu"t continue begging until their til- 
teenth year 
Such eases are exceptions, 


and the little vagabonds soon become ox- 
ptrt tiretes.

In Japun, as elsewhere, there is honor 


among thieve*, and the entire "thli'\es" 
colony" in the capital of Japan is govern- 
ed by rules that are rigorously enforced. 
Their ••eodejt," or body of rules, prescribe* 
that the youngest beggars and thieve* 
•hall retain JO per cent of their "earnings," 
pickpockets of the second class retain from' 
80 to 40 per cent, while the most sk'Ilftil 
thieves keep from 50 to 60 per cent of their
